Pelham Cares in need 
for back to school

“It's a positive step in the 
right direction.” 

That’s what Niagara Central 
Airport Commission chair and 
Port Colbome Ward 4 Coun. 
Barb Butters said about the 
need for some change for the 
Pelham-based airport which is 
also used by its neighbouring 
municipalities — Wainfleet, 
Port Colbome and Welland. 

The change will come in the 
form of a new manager and 
operator of the airport. 

“We want to bring the 
airport to the next level and 
make it better” Butters said. 
“We want to get it out there 
that we want growth and 
prosperity. For us it’s a new, 
aggressive way of thinking. We 
hope it gets us opportunity.” 

The airport commission 
recently advertised seeking 
written submissions from 
individuals for a management 
and operations position. The 
request for proposal (RFP) 
came after the commission 
looked to create a new busi- 
nessplanforthe facility which 
outlines the vision of the 
commission while promoting 
future growth and financial 
stability for the airport. 

The business plan includes 
addressing capital improve¬ 


ment programs for the airport 
facility, exploring business 
potential and identifying 
its overall goal of financial 
stability. 

Butters said it’s the first time 
she can ever recall an RFP 
seeking a management posi¬ 
tion for the airport. She said 
for years the four municipali¬ 
ties have financially contrib¬ 
uted to the operation of the 

Operation costs were subsi¬ 
dized with contributions from 
other levels of government 


through grants, but because 
that money is no longer avail¬ 
able Butters said to keep the 
airport running efficiently a 
bigger burden will be borne 
by die communities. 

“We need to see if we can 
bring in some new blood and 
get some new ideas,” Butters 
said about making the airport 
successfully thrive. “Now is 
the time to do it. We need to 
do things better and different 
and won’t increase the burden 
(on municipalities).’’ 

Pelham Mayor Dave 


Augustyn said the airport is 
an asset to the municipality. 
Augustyn said the RFP pro¬ 
cess is integral component of 
the airport’s viability because 
it allows the people or com¬ 
panies to be involved in its 
operation. 

"It can allow for the pri¬ 
vate sector to get involved in 
such an asset,” Augustyn said. 
“What it does is it forces the 
private operator to be creative 
on what can be done to move 
ahead for the future of the 
airport.”

Museum honours 
Pelham and Welland

PELHAM - Firing out old 
Junk to help save lives. 

On Saturday volunteer fire¬ 
fighters from all three fire sta¬ 
tions in Pelham joined forces 
to help their extrication team 
raise funds for new stabiliza¬ 
tion equipment by hosting an 
E-waste Day at Pelham Town 
Hall. 

Firefighters were accepting 
everything from computers 
and cellphones to calculators 
and TV sets. 

“There are several benefits. 
People can remove stuff from 
their houses they don’t want 
and it doesn’t go to landfills,” 
volunteer firefigther Rob 
Belchior said. 

The team joined forces 
with the Ontario Electronics 
Stewardship program which 
pays the volunteers $185 per 
tonne of electronic waste 
they collect. Belchoir said by 
10 a.m. they had already col¬ 
lected 10 tonnes of electronic 

“By recycling these things 
it reduces pressure to mine 
metals and a lot of the compo¬ 
nents in there are pretty toxic. 
It keeps them from polluting 
the environment and people’s 
houses,” Belchoir said. 

Adam Carter from Pelham 
dropped off an old com¬ 
puter monitor, printer, old 


cellphones, a home phone, 
calculators and some other 
electrical household goods, 
He thought this was a great 
way to get rid of his old elec¬ 
trical clutter. 

“It's a fantastic way to give 
to charity. They are going to 
be able to get their new equip¬ 
ment for sure," he said. 

The volunteers didn’t even 
make people get out of their 
cars. People drove up opened 


their trunks and firefighters 
unloaded trunks, backseats 
and passenger seats with 
a smile and tossed it into a 
recycling dumpster and cars 
were free to go. 

The size of the load didn’t 
matter as more than 10 vol¬ 
unteers swarmed around 
vehicles like worker bees. 

“It's a win, win, win for us, 
the recycling company and 
the community members who 


get to ‘declutter,Belchoir 
said. 

Pelham Fire Services’ extri¬ 
cation team goes to com¬ 
petitions in the region and 
internationally to compete 
and learn new skills to save 
lives more effectively and effi¬ 
ciently. Its last competition 
was in June in North Carolina, 
where they finished fourth 
against teams from as far as 
Sweden and England.

The 10-year mayor of 
sprawling West Lincoln 
Township said, if you add 
Pelham to the east, Hamilton 
to the west, and, Grimsby 
and Lincoln to the north, you 

It’s just a few more people, 
she chuckled. 

She knows to the distances, 
the diversity and the issues 
facing the riding. 

“I like being right on the 
front line,” she said. “I’m used 
to wearing a big red dot.” 

Trombetta sees a need for 
voice from Niagara West- 
Glanbrook 

“I want to make sure the 
residents of the area are well 
represented in Toronto,” she 

“When I was mayor, I lived 


and breathed West Lincoln. 
I intend to live and breathe 
the riding as long as I'm 
permitted." 

The 53-year-old with 
a small farm in Caistor 
Centre said she has no other 
ambitions. 

"I will be MPP of the 
people. I don’t have any 
interest in advancing myself 
as party leader or premier.” 

The riding has been some 
what neglected, she said. 
MPP Tim Hudak serves as 
Progressive Conservative 
party leader with duties 
across Ontario. 

Trombetta said she is ener¬ 
gized by the positive recep¬ 
tion and encouragement has 

The candidate is adjusting 
to the increased use of social 
media such as Facebook and 
blocking. 

“I’m twitting and using my 
Blackberry.” 

Housing development is a 
major issue for all parts of the 

"Our communities are get¬ 


ting bigger and bigger,” she 
said. 

People are attracted to the 
riding from the GTA and sur¬ 
rounding area by rural set¬ 
tings with urban amenities, 
a good lifestyle for children 
and the access to larger cen¬ 
tres like Toronto. 

Trombetta said she 
supports well-planned 
development. 

Isolated housing hamlets 
or forms of urban sprawl are 
bad ideas. 

“You want to grow from the 
inside out,” she said. It means 
infilling urban areas first then 
gradually adding to them. 

A mid-peninsula highway 
was something she said she 
favoured when it was first 
announced. 

"But I have developed a 
slight doubt.” 

It is unclear how it will ben¬ 
efit the people who will live 
along it. Will it bring develop¬ 
ment, commerce and jobs to 
them or will it just be a closed 
link carrying goods and ser¬ 
vices between two points. 


“What will be the cost to 
the people who are here?” 
said the former mayor who 
sat on regional council. For 
example, will municipalities 
get money to improve infra¬ 
structures to link to it. 

If it is just to move goods 
across the region, there are 
other options. The area has 
an under-used railway run¬ 
ning through it that could be 
cheaper to develop, she said. 

The Liberal government’s 
Green Energy Act has stirred 
up controversy in the area. 

Trombetta said she sup¬ 
ports its goal of developing 
alternative forms of energy 
generation such as windmills 
and solar panels. 

“I totally agree with where 
the province is heading, we 
need to get rid of coal." 

She doesn’t, however, like 
the method of imposing it. 

“I truly belief it needs to 
have input from the munici¬ 
palities not just the province,” 
she said. Residents want 
to feel they are part of the 
process. 


“No government is perfect,” 
she said about the current 
Liberal government. "There 


is always need for improve¬ 
ment. I can be the front 
person for it in this riding.”

Drama teacher acts for New Democrats

Anthony Marco knows he’s 
an underdog. 

“I'm fine with that,” said the 
New Democrat candidate in 
Niagara West-Glanbrook 

“This isn’t going to be an 
easy run for a party that fin¬ 
ished third in the last provin¬ 
cial election,” said the 43-year- 
old Hamilton teacher. 

"But over the span of a cam¬ 
paign a lot of minds can be 
changed. We are focusing on 
positive messaging.” 

In the 2007 provincial elec¬ 
tion, the New Democrats 
were a distant third in Niagara 
West-Glanbrook. Their can¬ 
didate received 5,800 votes 
while winner Progressive 


Conservative Tim Hudak had 
24,300. 

But Marco, an English and 
dramatic arts teacher, said he 
has reasons for optimism. 

"Look at Quebec in the fed¬ 
eral election," he said 

The NDP came from 
nowhere to win the majority of 
seats in the province. 

Marco noticed the Liberal 
party was taking shots at the 
NDP early in the provincial 
election campaign. 

“That shows they’re afraid of 
us. Our leader Andrea Horwath 
is running a strong positive 
campaign." 

Marco, a first-time candi¬ 
date, has “a big diverse riding” 
stretching from Pelham to 
Mount Hope. 

“Everyone has different 


issues," he said, “but we’re get¬ 
ting very positive reactions at 
the doorf 

People along the lake in 
Lincoln and Grimsby, for 
example, have concerns unlike 
those on the escarpment, he 
said. But health and education 
issues keep pop up everywhere 
especially among seniors. 

Meanwhile, policies for 
alternate energy sources have 
people wondering. 

“I talked to farmers who 
have invested $200,000 in solar 
panels. They’re treating them 
like a crop,” he said. 

However, Hudak is promis¬ 
ing to tear up contracts if he 
becomes premier, said Marco. 

No matter who is the gov¬ 
ernment, he said, they should 
honour contracts already 


“How can we have any cred¬ 
ibility as a province?” 

The NDP candidate ques¬ 
tions the part of the energy 
deal made with Samsung, a 
multinational company. 

"More of that work could 
be done by Canadian compa¬ 
nies. I know of a steel mill in 
Hamilton that isn’t too busy.” 

Marco said the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment has made a mistake 
in the way it imposes wind¬ 
mills and other energy projects 
without involving municipal 
governments. It’s creating 
resentments locally. 

A mid-peninsula highway 
across Niagara is something 
the area doesn't need right 
now, he said. There are other 
priorities.

Stay safe out there 

T wo safe messages came through the 
e-mail this week. 

File Prevention Officer Saskia Holditch 
cautions about an inexpensive portable gas 
cooker intended for outdoor use. 

It can be a blast indoors as two Toronto 
apartment dwellers learned. They got hurt 
“The Pelham Fire Department is urging 
residents to Mowthe manufacturer's 
instructions for the single burner camp 
stove called the Cassette CookeiJ’ she said in 
a news release 

You should read the warning labels and 


use it, turn over the drip pan, before using 
the cooker, so the supports for the pot or 
pan are facing up. The cooker has a safety 
device intended to prevent the installation of 
a butane canister when the drip pan is fece 
down. However this device can be easily 
circumvented, she said. 

The fire department is concerned that 
when the butane canister is improperly 
installed, the drip pan is fece down. The pot 
or pan can block the burner opening. It then 
forces the hot gases down into the appliance 
enclosure. 

Some of these gases pass through 
bulkhead openings into the feel 
compartment They cause pressure to build 
and the temperature to increase in the 
butane canister 

The result is a fireball. It burned the 
apartment residents. That’s why the portable 
gas stove is for outdoor use only. 

“The Cassette Cooker, is currently being 
sold in large retail stores and smaller 
supermarkets for as litde as $11.99 andit 
comes in a plastic case," she said. 

Another safety message tom the Ontario 
coroner related to a sad story: the death of a 
10-year-old driving an adult ATV 

Medical studies have found children have 
high rates of death on ATVs, he said. 

Full-size ATVs are large, heavy, and 
powerful machines that require strength, 
balance, dexterity, and judgmentwhich 
children have not yet developed.

Single central library 
suggested 

RE: Potential New Library Branch 
in Fenwick 

We are writing to you regarding the 
article in the Pelham News of Aug. 12, 
which discussed the potential new 
branch library for Fenwick 

We agree whole-heartedly with 
the proposal to conduct an analysis 
to determine the needs of the entire 
town for library services. Such an 
analysis would, we expect, delineate 
several options for the committee to 
consider in its ongoing work. 

One option we envision (and 
recommend) is a single central library 
serving the entire municipality. Since 
the Fonthill branch is deemed inade¬ 
quate for its needs and activities, there 
will clearly be pressure to enlarge or 
relocate it in the near future. 

Thinking about this situation, 
we were reminded of the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake which recently 
built one large library facility to serve 
their entire town, despite a widely 


dispersed population. We think this is 
the best approach for Pelham. 

Why? 

Building one library would reduce 
capital costs up front, and of course 
keep ongoing maintenance, heating 
costs, etc, lower than it would be for 
two buildings. Some portion ofthe 
capital costs could be offset with the 
sale of othertown properties, such 
as the old Fenwick Firehall land and 
the unused Maple Acre Library (once 
vacated). The current Fonthill branch 
could then be used as an administra¬ 
tive annex to the Town Flail, thereby 
handling any future expansion needs 
for the Town HalL 

Depending on the final location 
chosen for a central library, the major 
challenge would be for residents to 

Most people have cars or access to 
cars, and the few who don't or have to 
rely on others to get around, could be 
served by an entrepreneur running 
a small taxi-like service—perhaps a 
regular twice per week run. 

Another option is to have a call-in 
request service and have avolunteer 


deliver their books—the library cata¬ 
logue is available on-line, or a copy 
could be mailed to their homes. 

Also, with a central library, staffing 
requirements are gready reduced as 
staff do not need to be duplicated. In 
that respect, we feel that the library 
doesn’t use enough volunteers to 
assist regular staff in operating our 
current facilities. 

In summary, we believe that one 
central library serving the entire town 
of Pelham has many advantages 
for the municipality's residents and 
should be the preferred option.

Following complaints and 
the suggestion from some rural 
residents, the town is considering the 
introduction of a site alteration bylaw. 
Many other munidpaiities have

grading, topsoil removal and placing 
of fill on sites prior to receiving the 
appropriate approvals. 

A site alteration byiawwould allow 
a rity or town to regulate activities 
with the potential for environmental 
degradation (dumping, erosion, 
sedimentation, etc...), drainage 
problems (blockages, impact on 
neighbouring properties, etc...) and 
public nuisance (tracking of mud 
on roads, dust, etc...). This type of 
byiaw does not replace other land 
development approval processes 


(like plans of subdivision, or site plan 
controls), and it is sanctioned under 
the Ontario Muniripal Act 

The town convened a public 
information session on Aug. lOto 
give people an opportunity to ask 
questions and provide comments 
in support of or in opposition to a 
Site Alteration Bylaw. (Notice of 
the meeting was advertised in the 
newspaper and on the town’s website 
for two weeks.) 

At the meeting, staff explained that 
council had not decided whether or 
not they would like to adopt such a 
Bylaw. Staff encouraged residents 
to take the time to submit written 
comments indicating support of 
or opposition to any such byiaw. 

(The deadline for the submission of 
comments was August 26.) 

Staff will review this input and the 


comments from other agencies and 
will provide a summary to the general 
committee of council on Monday, 
Sept 19. Anyone who submitted 
comments or who signed the 
attendance sheet at the meeting will 
be provided with a copy of the report 
and the other comments when they 
are provided to CoundL 
If Council wishes to proceed, you 
and other members of the public will 
have more opportunity for input 
Despite this ongoing public 
process, it is unfortunate that a private 
party is circulating misinformation 
like the statements in the petition 
above.

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Building a case for prosperity in Niagara 


B usiness 101 claims that the 
three secrets to success for 
most businesses is location, location, 
location. 

That being the case, it is prudent fora 
committee of Niagara Regional Council 
to promote Niagara on the world stage 
for the strategic advantages we have 
and the bounty of resources, physical 
and cultural, that we offer. 

Such is the task of the Niagara 
Gateway Economic Zone and Centre 
Implementation Committee. That 
might sound like a mouthfol but the 
name originates with the Places to 
Grow policy which originated from 
the Province during the last term of 
regional council. 

The Gateway Economic Zone is 
basically the urban areas in the Welland 
Canal corridor from Thorold, through 
Welland and into Port Colbome 
including the lands, resources and

transportation modes that serve the 
area. The Gateway Economic Zone is 
the urban areas in the QEW corridor 
from Niagara Falls to Fort Erie. 

As the Places to Grow policy was 
being developed, the government 
made it dear that it would direct and 
control development over the next 
30 years according to the guidance in 
the policy. In early drafts of the policy, 
there was litde potential for growth in 
Niagara. Several visits during Niagara 
Week at Queen's Park and several 
submissions to the government led 
to the identification of the Gateway 
Economic Zone and Centre. 


Work of the committee is to identify 
and promote the assets in the two areas, 
to build a Community Improvement 
Plan to enhance the area and to 
conduct worldwide promotion of our 
products.

Current work on the 406 extension 
and the planned east-west corridor 
to the Peace Bridge are part of the 
development of the economic centre 
and links it with the economic zone. 

A presentationwas made at the last 
committee meeting by the Binational 
Economic and Tourism Alliance 
on the border remediation project 
Several factors have affected travel and 


trade across our border The Western 
Hemisphere Travel Initiative (WHTI) 
has led to higher levels of security and

Wells of Hope dumps 
water bottle program

NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE - 
Ted van der Zalm continues to 
fundraise to deliver dean water 
to the people of Guatemala. 
But he won’t be selling botded 

Van der Zalm and the Wells 
of Hope team have decided 
they cannot continue with the 
bottled water program. 

"We have a responsibility to 
Mother Earth,” he said. 

When the program was 
initiated about five years ago, 
it seemed like a good idea to 
raise money — the focus was 
on 'hauling water’ in Niagara 
through the convenience of 
water botdes to generate some 
of the funds needed to drill 
wells in Guatemala, and ulti¬ 
mately, so those much less for¬ 
tunate would not have to haul 
water, said van der Zalm. 

But at the time he allowed 
his zeal to help others, with the 
purest of motives, to outweigh 


plastic’s harmful effects to the 
environment, he said. 

As the fundraising initiative 
winds down, he wants to thank 
all those in the Niagara com¬ 
munity who helped support the 
program. 

“Good things do not come 
easy. It is not always easy to 
meet the needs of a friend or an 
ill person and the same holds 
true for the efforts of Wells of 
Hope.” 

The Wells of Hope family 
— and particularly the van 
der Zalm family, who for sev¬ 
eral years have travelled to 
Guatemala in January as a 
family, all five children and wife 
Marian accompanying Ted — 
have come to know first-hand 
the needs of the poor in the 
rural areas of one of the poorest 
countries in the world. 

“The people struggling to 
survive and carve out a living 
in the mountainous regions of 
this country are no longer 'the 
poor' to us. They have become 
our best friends. Their children 
have become our children and 
tbeir struggles have become our 
struggles. One cannot ignore 
their child when the child is ill 
or suffering.” 

This year Wells of Hope 
completed what was originally 
planned as a three-year initia¬ 


tive in only two years, deliver¬ 
ing fresh, dean drinking water 
to 800 families. 

Not only are countless 
women freed from the need to 
daily haul buckets of brown, 
dirty, bacteria-infested water 
up and down mountain slopes, 
said van der Zalm, children 
have been saved who other¬ 
wise would have died from the 
unsafe water that they had no 
choice but to drink. 

The van der Zalm family is 
having to adjust to change in 
other ways — Ted, a teacher at 
Denis Morris High School who 
works one semester and then 
travels to Guatemala in January, 
is drilling wells to supplement 
his family's income. 

He and his wife Miriam are 
also facing for the first time, 
after nine years of taking their 
children with them, leaving one 
of them at home when they go. 

Their oldest, Sarah, has grad¬ 
uated from high school and 
will begin her studies at Brock 
University in September, and so 
will be unable to take the time 
off to travel with her family. 

“We’re at a huge crossroads, 
facing the challenge of leaving 
one of our kids behind. But 
we’re making the sacrifices we 
need to make in order to do 
what needs to be done.”

NIAGARA FALLS - Jeff Dixon feels 
like he just got the coolest TV in town. 

LCD. Double-sided. Multi-display. 
The works. At 20 feet long, it would 
make Dixon’s Superbowl party the one 

But it’s not going in his house. It’s 
going outside, facing Stanley Ave., 
where high-definition images will 
lure visitors to his other house, the 
Scotiabank Convention Centre Niagara. 
And he’s just as excited. 

“It's going to be a killer TV” he says, 
eyeing workers installing the screen 
outside the convention centre's front 
window. 

The sign is part of what Dixon 
calls the “final 5%.” The last details 
to be addressed in this $105-million, 
288,000-square-foot building that 
opened in April. But Dixon, the direc¬ 
tor of sales and marketing, knows the 
work will never really end. There will 
always be fine-tuning to be done, new 
problems to arise. Filling a convention 
centre isn’t easy — that’s why there are 
only 19 in Canada, and they're all com¬ 
peting for the same events. 

Dixon’s role is to convince them to 
come here. And as the new kid on the 
block, the Niagara Falls convention 
centre has to do even more legwork. 

“You need to understand every¬ 
thing about them,” says the 36-year- 
old Fonthill native. “They want you 
to call them up and know everything 
from where they’ve been the last 10 
years, what their patterns have been, 
what they like and don’t like. You need 
to understand everything even before

you’ve met that meeting planner. 

“It could take months to gather that 
information. You only get once every 
five years to potentially bid on that 
piece of business.” 

But Dixon knows he has a trump 
card no other city can offer — the falls 
themselves. And all of its frills. Planners 
don’t have to arrange things to do for 
guests like they would in Calgary and 
Edmonton, it’s all right there. 

“We’re more of a destination, and 
that’s more than just the falls.” 

So, while the Scotiabank Convention 
Centre Niagara is dwarfed in size by its 
Toronto counterpart, there will always 
be groups swayed by the lure of the 
falls. It’s the reason the building finally 
became a reality this year after two 
decades of talk. 

Dixon was the first person hired three 
years ago by convention centre general 
manager Kerry Painter, and in a strange 
way he can thank his daughter for the 
gig- 

Six years ago he was sales manager of 
the Park Hyatt Hotel, commuting from 
Oakville every day. A great job, he says, 
but not for a single dad raising a daugh¬ 
ter. He walked away “to make sure my 
daughter had the life she needed.” To be 
closer to friends and family, he moved 
back to Niagara in 2008 and became 
the Niagara Fallsview Casino's manager 
of convention sales. 

He was so enthused at news Niagara 
Falls would finally get its own conven¬ 
tion centre, he volunteered to be on the 
committee. He was hired as director 
of sales and marketing in August 2008, 
and for two years it was just him and 
Painter on the payroll, working endless 
hours laying the groundwork.
